C4’s  Focus  and  Purpose 


The  Colonial  Coin  Collectors  Club  (C4)  was  founded  in  1993  to 
provide  a  forum  for  collectors  of  numismatic  material  related  to  the 
Early  American  era.  This  involves  coins,  tokens,  currency,  and 
medals.  The  exact  time  frame  encompassed  by  colonial  numismatics 
is  open  to  debate,  but  is  generally  accepted  to  include  the  complete 
pre-federal  period  as  well  as  some  issues  of  the  1790’s.  The  early 
George  Washington  coins,  tokens  and  medals  are  considered 
colonial  items  by  most,  and  some  of  these  date  to  the  first  half  of 
the  nineteenth  century. 

The  club  provides  a  forum  for  people  interested  in  this  period.  The 
aims  of  the  club  are: 

1-  To  increase  the  public’s  knowledge  about  colonial  numismatics 
through  meetings,  conventions  and  its  newsletter. 

2-  To  promote  the  study  of  colonial  numismatics  and  to  help 
disseminate  this  information. 

3-  To  cultivate  fraternal  collector  relations. 

For  these  purposes,  the  club  will  hold  several  meetings  during  the 
year  in  conjunction  with  major  numismatic  shows.  The  club  has  also 
established  a  colonial  reference  library  and  a  colonial  coin  photo  file. 
In  addition,  the  C4  Newsletter  is  published  quarterly.

“George  III  Halfpence,  Regal  and  Contemporary  Counterfeits 
Believed  to  have  Circulated  in  Colonial  America” 


This  exhibit  will  consist  of  approximately  50  coins  including 
Regal,  Crude  Counterfeits,  Non-Regal  Dates,  Mules,  an  array  of 
Major  Errors  and  an  interesting  set  showing  die  state  progression. 
There  will  also  be  photos  showing  both  sides  of  the  coins.  This 
exhibit  will  compliment  the  numismatic  presentation  on  Friday  night 
about  Counterfeit  Coinage. 


“A  Selection  of  New  York  Colonial  Coinage” 

The  earliest  piece  shown  is  the  NEW  YORKE  IN 
AMERICA  token  attributed  to  Francis  Lovelace,  the  second  English 
Governor  of  New  York  (ca.  1670).  The  other  pieces  date  from  the 
Confederation  period  (1786-1787).  Unlike  the  coinages  of 
Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  and  New  Jersey,  there  was  no  law 
authorizing  an  official  New  York  coinage.  These  pieces  were 
possibly  struck  in  anticipation  of  the  awarding  of  a  contract  for 
copper  coinage.  Despite  speculation  as  to  the  location  of  a  New 
York  mint  and  the  parties  involved  with  their  production  (James 
Atlee,  John  Bailey  and  Ephraim  Brasher  have  been  mentioned  as 
likely  engravers/issuers),  little  is  known  about  the  production  of 
these  coins,  aside  from  Brasher’s  gold  coinage.  The  medium-head 
Nova  Eborac  coppers  are  most  frequently  encountered;  all  the 
remaining  New  York  coinages  are  rare.
